Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Rural 
District  of  Holderness  for  1958. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  estimated  population  of  Holderness  at  mid  year, 
1958,  was  20,020,  an  increase  of  70  over  1957.  In  1944  the 
population  was  17,790  and  there  has  been  a slow  rise  since 
then,  with  slight  falls  in  1952  and  1956. 


Birth  Rate. 

A total  of  272  live  births  was  registered  during*  the  year, 
131  males  and  141  females,  giving  a birth  rate  of  13.58  per 
1 ,000  population,  only  slightly  higher  than  the  lowest  rates 
of  the  last  ten  years,  i.e.,  in  1954  and  1956. 

Last  year,  315  live  births  were  registered,  giving  a rate 
cf  15.78,  nearly  2 per  1,000  greater.

To  compare  the  Holderness  figure  of  13.58  with  the  rest 
of  the  country,  use  has  to  be  made  of  the  Area  Comparability 
factor,  which  takes  into  account  the  age  groups  and  sex 
constitution  of  the  district.  The  factor  for  Holderness  is  1.14, 
and  when  used  raises  the  birth  rate  figure  to  15.48,  which  it 
would  have  been  if  the  age  groups  and  sex  constitution  had 
been  the  same  in  Holderness  as  in  the  rest  of  the  country. 
Th  e higher  than  1 Comparability  factor  denotes  that  there 
are  more  older  age  groups,  i.e.,  retired  people,  in  Holderness 
than  in  the  average  community,  hence  the  fewer  births.

Of  the  total  272  live  births,  11  were  illegitimate.  This 
is  4.04%  of  the  total  births  and  0.5  per  1,000  population. 
The  birth  rate  for  the  County  is  14.3  and  for  England  and 
Wales  16.4  per  1,000  population. 


Death  Rate. 

There  were  241  deaths  registered  in  1958,  120  males  and 
121  females,  30  more  than  last  year,  when  122  males  and  only 
89  females  died. 

These  include  all  residents  who-  died  away  from  home, 
i.e.,  in  hospital,  etc. 

The  death  rate  is  12.08  per  1,000  population,  1.5  per 

I, 000  greater  than  last  year’s  figure  of  10.55.  When  the 
Area  Comparability  figure  is  applied,  the  death  rate  is  reduced 
to  11.59,  which  it  would  have  been  but  for  the  higher  than 
•average  age  groups  in  our  district.  The  death  rate  for  the 
Count v of  E.  Yorks,  is  12.6,  and  for  England  and  Wales

Of  the  241  deaths,  169  were  aged  over  65,  equal  to  70%. 
and  97  were  aged  75  and  over,  equal  to  just  over  40%  of  all 
deaths.

Principal  Causes. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  (94), 
Cancer  (42)  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (33).  These  three 
causes  accounted  for  70%  of'  all  deaths. 

The  Respiratory  diseases,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia, 
including  Influenza,  accounted  for  another  10%. 

This  is  roughly  the  same  percentages  as  in  last  year. 
Heart  anti  Arterial  disease  as  shown  above  caused  the  greatest 
number  of  deaths.  Of  the  241  deaths  recorded,  04  were 
due  to  Heart  disease  in  some  form,  excluding  33  deaths  from 
C e re  hr  a 1 Hae  mor  rh  age . 

Disease  of  the  Heart  itself  caused  82  deaths,  of  which 
hi)  were  due  to  Angina  or  Coronary  disease,  which  affects  the 
arteries  supplying  blood  to  the  muscles  of  the  heart,  diminish- 
ing or  stopping  the  blood  supply. 

Other  diseases  of  the  Heart — Valvular  due  to  Rheumatic 
Fever,  Congenital  diseases,  etc. — caused  28  deaths,  and  4 were 
associated  with  Hypertension, 
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Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  a T ascnlar  lesion  due  to  a rupture 
of  a blood  vessel  in  the  brain,  caused  33  deaths,  18  in  males 
and  15  in  females.  Other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system 
caused  12  deaths.

These  figures  of  death  from  Cancer,  although  so  small  in 
numbers  as  to  be  unreliable  for  conclusions,  show  that  while 
the  total  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  increasing,  the 
increase  is  only  in  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  and  Breast  that, 
special  sites  excluded,  such  as  Breast  and  Uterus,  males  are 
slightly  more  affected  than  females,  except  for  the  Lungs, 
and  here  over  four  times  as  many  men  died  as  women  in  this 
period,  i.e.,  1950/58,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  has  increased 
from  0.21  to  0.35. 

Thi  s raises  the  puzzling  problem  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
difference  in  incidence.  To  what  irritants  to  the  lungs  are 
men  affected  more  than  women,  for  we  know  that  constant 
irritation  is  one  of  the  causes  of  cancer,  e.g.,  cancer  of  the 
lips  in  clay  pipe  smokers,  now  seldom  seen  in  either  case.

In  addition  to  the  272  live  births,  4 still  births  were 
registered,  3 males  and  1 female,  all  legitimate. 

The  still  birth  rate  is  14.5  per  1,000  live  births,  compared 
with  about  19  for  the  previous  year. 

Infant  Mortality. 

4 of  the  272  infants  born  during  the  Year  died  in  their 
first  year,  2 male  and  2 female,  and  all  were  legitimate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  14.7  per  1,000  total  live 
births,  and  15.3  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  East  Riding  County  is 
22  per  1,000  live  births  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  22.5. 
None  of  these  infants  died  during  the  first  4 weeks.

Heart  Disease. 

Of  the  increase  of  30  in  the  number  of  deaths  this  year 
compared  with  1957,  20  were  due  to  Heart  Disease,  and  most 
of  these  were  due  to  Coronary  disease,  which  has  shown 
consecutive  increases  since  1954,  the  figures  being  24,  25,  30, 
34,  and  this  year  50. 

Thus  39%  of  all  deaths,  or  2 out  of  every  5 deaths,  are 
due  to  Heart  Disease,  and  21%,  or  about  1 in  5 deaths,  are 
due  to  Coronary  disease. 

The  age  groups  most  affected  were  over  65  to  84,  as  may 
be  expected.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  the  residents  in  this 
area  at  the  Hull  hospitals,  at  the  Westwood  Hospital, 
Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield,  where  there 
are  full  facilities  for  X-ray  and  laboratory  examinations. 
Hospitals  and  out-patient  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  are  included  within  the  Health  Service. 


Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infections,  chiefly 
as  concerns  food,  water,  etc.,  are  provided  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  High  Street,  Hull. 


The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  their 
infants,  including  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children,  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Council  through  clinics  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided  by 
the  County  Council  include  health  visiting,  home  nursing, 


home  help  facilities, 


arrangements 


for  vaccination  and 
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immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  and 
ambulance  service. 

Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  care  and  attention 
because  of  age,  infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from 
medical  or  nursing  cases,  is  provided  for  by  the  County 
Council  in  accord  with  their  responsibilities  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to 
provide  a Welfare  Service  for  the  blind,  deaf  or  dumb  and 
other  persons  permanently  handicapped  by  congenital 
deformity,  illness,  injury,  or  such  other  disabilities  so 
recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regular  medical  and 
sick  nursing  arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as 
it  was  found  possible  to  admit,  through  voluntary  action,  any 
old  persons  needing  care  and  attention  to  one  of  the  County 
Council’s  Old  People’s  Homes,  in  co-operation  with  County 
Officials.

June  almost  equalled 
February  for  rainfall,  with  July  only  slightly  less  than 
December, 
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Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  mains  were  extended  in  the  rural  area 
during  1.958  by  960  yards  of  4"  mains  and  232  yards  of  3" 
mains. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  area  now  enjoys  the 
very  high  quality  water  supply  supplied  by  the  statutory 
undertakers,  Hull  Corporation,  and  the  report  of  a typical 
sample,  shown  elsewhere,  indicates  the  highly  satisfactory 
standard  of  the  supply.

The  combined  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of 
Burst  wick,  Keyingham,  Thorngumbald  and  Ryehill  made 
steady  progress  during  the  year  and  was  well  up  to  schedule.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Dry  Refuse  Collection. 

The  delivery  into  service  in  October  of  two  Gibson  18/24 
Pendulum  Refuse  Collectors  has  permitted  the  commencement 
of  the  reorganization  of  this  service.  It  is  hoped  the  advent 
of  these  vehicles  represents  the  start  of  a continuous  pro- 
gramme of  replacement  of  all  the  vehicles  in  the  Council’s 
aged  fleet. 

Apart  from  primary  minor  mechanical  defects  associated 
with  one  vehicle  and  covered  by  the  chassis  manufacturer’s 
guarantee,  the  vehicles  have  so  far  promised  excellent  service. 
The  performance  and  maintenance  record  of  these  vehicles, 
being  the  first  Diesel  fuelled  vehicles  operated  by  the  Council, 
is  being  observed  with  special  interest. 

So  far  as  the  added  facilities  have  permitted,  the  service 
has  been  improved  and  extended.  On  all  collection  areas, 
and  particularly  those  associated  with  the  new  vehicles, 
delays  and  changes  of  schedules  previously  caused  by  Bank 
Holidays  have  been  eliminated. 

Nigfitsoil. 

Collection  does  not  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  Council’s 
area,  and  existing  equipment  does  not  permit  of  any  extension 
of  service. 

Applications  from  areas  not  covered  by  the  service  are 
frequently  received. 

Cesspool  Emptying. 

All  the  Council’s  four  vehicles,  each  of  750  gallons 
capacity,  have  been  available  during  the  year,  and  three 
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emptiers  have  been  in  continual  service,  with  the  fourth 
vehicle  used  in  times  of  heavy  demand  and  for  purposes  of 
hire. 

During  the  year  a total  of  7,272  loads  of  sewage  was 
collected,  comprised  of  4,450  loads  from  the  cesspools  of  250 
private  householders,  256  loads  from  256  septic  tanks  serving 
privately  owned  properties,  105  loads  from  sewage  works,  and 
2,461  loads  from  cesspools  on  Council  house  estates.

Verminous  Premises. 

No  cases  of  serious  infestation  were  encountered  during 
the  year,  and  complaints  received  related,  as  in  previous 
years,  solely  to  the  normal  insect  pests  encountered  occasion- 
ally in  dwellingliouses.  All  such  infestations  were  readily 
controlled  bv  the  use  of  appropriate  proprietary  brand 
insecticides. 


Rodent  Control. 

Complete  responsibility  for  this  service  passed  to  the 
Council  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  from  April,  1958,  and  a rodent  operator  has  been 
occupied  full  time  on  this  service  from  that  date. 

A total  of  1,633  surveys  of  all  types  of  properties  was 
performed  during  the  year,  and  160  infestations  were  satis- 
factorily eradicated.

Some  slight  progress  was  made  in  the  slum  clearance 
programme,  and  19  houses  were  either  closed  or  demolished. 
The  rate  of  provision  of  new  housing  again  governed  the  speed 
<A  this  programme,  and  the  economic  situation  during  the 
year  caused  a serious  setback  to  new  housing  proposals. 

Applications  for  improvement  grants  totalling  £6,837 
were  approved  in  respect  of  34  houses  owned  by  31  private 
landlords,  and  these  figures  brought  the  total  value  of  grants 
since  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  to  £38,447  in  respect  of  a 
total  of  183  grants  approved. 

Another  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications 
was  recorded,  but,  if  this  has  as  its  cause  the  reasons  advanced 
for  the  25%  decrease  in  applications  in  1957  reported  in  the 
last  annual  report,  the  Government's  proposals  in  the  House 
Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  should  eliminate  what 
appeared  to  be  serious  barriers  to  the  success  of  a scheme 
designed  to  prevent  the  ultimate  deterioration  of  certain 
properties  into  so  called  slum  dwellings. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Privately  owned  and  managed  holiday  camps  are  con- 
ducted on  19  approved  sites  in  the  Council's  area  for  holiday 
camping  in  trailer  caravans  or  temporary  bungalows. 
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The  influx  of  visitors  to  these  camps  during  week-ends 
in  the  season  and  the  period  mid-July  to  mid-September 
increases  the  population  by  several  thousands  and  puts  a 
considerable  strain  on  the  Council's  refuse  collection  and 
cleansing  services  at  a time  when  the  labour  force  is  depleted 
because  of  annual  leave  demands. 

THE  COUNCIL’S  HOLIDAY  CAMP,  ALDBROUGH. 

Siteholders  at  31st  December,,  1958,  totalled  138,  having 
increased  during  the  year  by  45  caravans,  compared  to  an 
increase  of  22  during  1957.  The  amenities  of  the  site  were 
considerably  increased  in  1958  by  the  provision  of  a social 
ball  and  a second  ablution  block,  and  unsolicited  recommenda- 
tions, which  are  regularly  forthcoming  from  all  types  of  users 
of  the  camp,  give  all  connected  with  the  camp  reason  to  feel 
the  venture  is  proving  satisfying  and  worthwhile.

Fifteen  slaughterhouses  were  in  regular  use  during  the 
year,  and  a 100%  meat  inspection  service  was  maintained. 

Whilst  butchers  continued  to  slaughter  at  the  usual 
times,  it  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  general  throughput  has 
decreased  at  most  premises,  and  this  has  been  particularly 
noticeable  at  the  two  wholesale  slaughterhouses  operating  in 
the  district.  It  would  also  appear  that  a considerably  larger 
amount  of  imported  meat  is  being  sold  by  the  retail  butchers. 

The  staff  engaged  on  meat  inspection  and  the  butchers 
enjoyed  their  previous  cordial  relationship,  and  every  effort 
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was  made  to- prevent  any  delay  in  the  service  to  the  public, 
although  this  necessitated  much  overtime  on  the  part  of  the 
inspection  staff.
